"Coach Mejia is a great guy and 
did a great job coming in and immedi- 
ately taking control of his team and 
getting us back to Texas," said out- 
fielder Edgardo Medrano, who says it 
is time to hang up his number 12 
Knights jersey. While down at Texas, 
Medrano drew interest to the 
University of Rhode Island, where he 
has made the decision to transfer out 
for the fall and in hopes of putting on 
a "Rhody" baseball uniform. 

Coach Mejia has shown great 
leadership and discipline by bringing 
the team back to the NCJAA Division 
Il World Series. 

Wrapping the 18-16 season, the 
Knights wrapped up their 2013 base- 
ball season eighth overall in the coun- 
try. The team was lead by veteran 
players who made their mark again 
for the Knights.

As of the start of the fall 
semester, Northern Essex 
Community College will have a 
new dining service on its 
Haverhill Campus. 

The college has contracted 
with NexDine, a Massachusetts- 
based food service company, to 
provide all food services on the 
Haverhill Campus including 
catering, according to David 
Gingerella, vice president of 
administration and finance for the 
college. 

“I’m excited about this new 
partnership,” said Gingerella. 
“NexDine is a local company 
with a proven track record. We’ve 
been talking to students and fac- 


ended his second season with a batting 
average of .312, becoming one of the 
biggest contributors at the plate. He 
recorded four homers and 29 RBIs, 
leading the team in both. Johnson also 
had the honors of playing in the 
NCJAA Division I World Series 
both in 2012 and 2013 seasons and 
also made it to the Region XXI tour- 
nament first team. 

"Coach Mejia and Coach Forbes 
are absolutely great. The leadership 
and commitment that they gave to the 
team was incredible. I learned so 
much from them. They are both the 
reason why I am getting the chance to 
play at UMass Boston, I cannot thank 
them enough," said Johnson. 

A force on the mound, Zachary 
Beckwith ended his season a little ear- 
lier than planned due to a back injury. 
Despite his injury, Beckwith managed 
to record six wins and three losses, 
ending the season with a phenomenal 
41 strikeouts and a 3.51 ERA. 

Derek Dolan was critical for the 
Knights, especially late in the season 
after Beckwith's injury, pitching 14 
games with 35 strikeouts and an era of 
5.46. Also in his second season, he had 
the honors of pitching in both series. 
"Its probably one of the greatest 
accomplishments, being able to pitch 
in both World Series. It was a great 
feeling and not many players even 
have the chance to play in one World 
Series. Both seasons were memo- 
rable," said pitcher Derek Dolan. 

Jonathan De La Cruz played 32 
games ending the season with a .331 
average, two homers and 18 RBIs. De 
La Cruz was one out of the three play- 
ers that made it to the Region XXI

Umass Lowell looks 
to close the 
transitional gap for 
students and extend 
higher education at 
NECC with the 
addition of several 
new bachelor 
degree programs

A lot has happened over 
the summer at NECC. It 
appears as if the college has 
earned a degree of strange but 
paramount importance: a 
Bachelor’s with a major and 
minor in Change. Just ask the 
students who over the sum- 
mer, saw the still developing 
metamorphosis of Jitters. Or 
the returning, whose emails 
have gone from familiar to 
“Please don’t tell me they 
restructured our college email 
again.” But of all the changes 
that took place over the sum- 
mer, perhaps the most promi- 
nent, both to students and 
especially staff, is the install- 
ment of UMass Lowell class- 
es at NECC. 

After years of bonding and 
collaborating, NECC and 
UMass Lowell have finally 
made it official: they’re mov- 
ing in together. Well, sort of. 
Initially, a number of ten 
classes were available at the 
Haverhill Campus. But 
according to the Continuing 
Education department at 
UMass Lowell, who have 
dealt majorly if not entirely 
with classes implemented at 
NECC, the number of classes 
available has changed. 

“Four out of the ten class- 
es offered at the NECC 
Haverhill Campus were 
dropped on August 21 due to 
low enrollment,” they said. 
No cause for panic, however, 
as the Continuing Education 
department reassured that 
more classes would be offered 
in the future. 

“It’s still new and devel- 
oping, so there’s certainly 
going to be more classes in 
the future available to stu- 
dents.” 

UMass Lowell plans to 
operate at NECC through the 
2013-2014 academic year. 
Classes in Psychology, 
Management, and Criminal 
justice are currently offered 
at the Haverhill Campus. 
Classes will run Monday 
through Thursday in the 
Technology Center on the 
Haverhill Campus. UMass 
Lowell staff will be present to 
provide any information to 
students interested in regis- 


tering for classes. 

For those who don’t know, 
the engagement of NECC and 
UMass Lowell was a long 
time coming. Although the 
approximate years in which 
they have been in contact is 
uncertain, it’s clear that in 
recent years both colleges 
have worked closely in efforts 
to improve higher education. 
Sometime last year, during 
the frosted, boot fashion and 
merry month of December, 
UMass Lowell announced its 
plans to open a satellite cam- 
pus in downtown Haverhill, 
with hopes of having classes 
ready by Fall of 2013. 

Unfortunately, things did- 
n’t go as planned. After a 
request for proposals earlier 
this year was rejected because 
the desired destinations did 
not meet the university’s 
requirement, institutionally 
and structurally. Instead of 
looking elsewhere or towards 
terminating the plan, UMass 
Lowell made a bold decision 
to have their satellite campus 
at the NECC Haverhill cam- 
pus. 

It’s the first time UMass 
Lowell has had a satellite 
campus. While the university 
advises and registers students 
for UMass Lowell classes at 
NECC, they will continue to 
look for a permanent location 
downtown. 

“We wouldn’t be going to 
Northern Essex if we weren’t 
totally committed to down- 
town,” Marty Meehan, UMass 
Lowell Chancellor, told the 
Eagle Tribune. “The reason 
we are going to Northern 
Essex now is to begin to grow 
a program so we have the 
enrollments and structure in 
place for a larger site down- 
town.” Meehan specified that 
the satellite campus is a tem- 
porary investment until 
UMass Lowell can find a 
larger location downtown. 

Nevertheless, the relation- 
ship between UMass Lowell 
and NECC has never been 
stronger. There are an esti- 
mated 26 transfer agreements 
in place with UMass Lowell 
in areas such as_ business, 
criminal justice, engineering, 
liberal arts and education. 
The college’s main focus is to 
make the transition from com- 
munity college to a four year 
university as smoothly possi- 
ble. UMass Lowell also offers 
a tuition waiver for communi- 
ty college graduates who 
complete their associate’s 
degree with a 3.0 or better 
GPA. More than 360 students 
transferred from Northern 
Essex to UMass Lowell last 
year. 

Christine Gillette, 
Director of Media Relations 
at UMass Lowell, spoke about 


how proud the university fs’in ’

partnering with NECC. “A lot 
of people after they graduate 
from NECC come here. So 
our presence is but a state- 
ment to how much we care 
about giving students the 
most affordable education as 
conveniently as possible,” 
said Gillette. 

As far as priorities go, 
education is pretty up there, 
though not so much where it’s 
out of reach. There may be a 
lot of things, just as in life, 
that might make your goal of 
earning a bachelor’s or mas- 
ter’s a bit difficult: working, 
tension in a personal relation- 
ship, issues with the family, 
drugs and/or alcohol, a recent 
tragedy. Suffice it to say, 
there ‘will be trying times in 


life, where death may sound 
more reasonable than irra- 
tional, and dropping out of 
school is a constant but pleas- 
ant thought. At NECC, “noth- 
ing worth having in life 
comes easy” runs through the 
electricity of the school. It 
flows through the way profes- 
sors help students and the 
way staff assists anyone in 
need of an extra push. It’s 
what motivates the sports 
team to want to win a nation- 
al championship, and tutors to 
help fellow classmates to suc- 
ceed. In short, there will 
always be hundred more rea- 
sons to quit than there is to 
keep going. The trick is find- 
ing that one that launches you 
into greatness, and to never 


let go of it. And with the pro- 
gression and success the col- 
lege has seen over the past 
years, NECC President Lane 
Glenn believes it could be 
found here. 

“Pursuing a degree some- 
times requires students to 
leave everything they know 
behind: their family, their 
friends, their home, their 
favorite taco spot or hangout 
place,” said Glenn. “We hope 
that as we bring people from 
surrounding areas and from 
afar together in the coming 
years, we also make NECC 
destination for those without 
a sense home or family to find 
solace in what the institution 
can offer them.”

This 
summer Phillips is working on 
campus. in the Student 
Engagement Center as a new stu- 
dent orientation leader welcom- 
ing new students to NECC. 


Phillips is also very active in 
her community. She volunteers at 
Emmaus House in Haverhill, pro- 
viding tutoring and arts and craft 
activities for the children there.

Building in Lawrence to discuss a 
broad range of topics from how to 
become a better writer to cultural 
assimilation to college success 
tips. 

The author of essays, short 
stories, and five novels, Troncoso 
told the students that he likes to 
explore the theme of families in 
his writing, including “what 
makes up a family, what disinte- 
grates a family, and what brings 
them together again.” 


Students had just read 
Troncoso’s novel “From. this 
Wicked Patch of Dust”, which 


Troncoso’s website describes as 
“a story about the Martinez fami- 
ly who begins life in a border 
shantytown and struggles to stay 
together despite cultural clashes, 
different religions, and politics

after 9/11.” 

Troncoso told the students 
that his book is largely autobio- 
graphical. “My parents came 
from Mexico and I grew up with 
nothing,” he said. I would go to 
the public library and read, and it 
developed this muscle between 
my eyes. The more you work 
mentally the easier it becomes.” 

Troncoso went on to attend 
Harvard and he now teaches at 
Yale in addition to his writing. 

He says that being bilingual 
gave him an academic advantage 
at Harvard since he could do 
research in Spanish. He also 
advised students to learn how to 
write a good research paper, to 
reach out to faculty and staff with 
questions, and to embrace hard 
work. 

“It’s all about the choices you 
make in life. Some of the kids I 
grew up wasted time, doing 
drugs, while others became doc- 
tors and lawyers. There is no 
magic to going from having noth- 
ing to going to Harvard, you have 
to sacrifice.” 

The NECC Summer Bridge 
program is a free enrichment pro- 
gram designed to help ease stu- 
dent’s adjustment to college life 
and build a foundation for aca- 
demic success. Participants work 
on improving math and English 
language skills and are intro- 


duced to the resources available 
at Northern Essex.

To be eligible for the pro- 
gram, students must be a Latino 
high school graduate with a 2.5 
GPA or better and enrolled at 
NECC for the fall. THE NECC

Popular opinion suggests that the 
United States might be about to start 
a military action in Syria, against the 
Syrian government. Having previ- 
ously said that they would only go in 
with international help, after the 
House of Commons in the UK voted 
against military action in Syria, the 
administration has hinted that they 
may be willing to go into it alone. 

Syria has been at civil war since 
2011, around the same time the rest 
of the Arab spring uprisings began to 

‘emerge. America has been support- 
ing the opposition, alongside the 


United Kingdom and France, while 
Russia has supported the Syrian gov- 
ernment. 

In particular, the United States 
has been considering entering armed 
conflict for the stated reason of not 
setting a prescedent of leniency in the 
face of groups using weapons of 
mass desetruction: there were attacks 
that may have involved the use of 
Sarin gas, a powerful nerve agent 
with extremely painful and fatal 
effects. 

The United States and allies have 
alleged that the Syrian Government 
perpetrated these attacks. They deny 
these allegations, and allege that the 
opposition is to blame. 

Protesters in America have drawn 
comparisons between the proposed 
action in Syria and the campaigns in 
Iraq, Afghanistan and Lybia over the 
last 10 years. 


Chelsea Manning’s

Chelsea Manning, known pub- 
licly as Bradley Manning prior to 
Aug. 22, went to trial this summer for 
charges relating to her leak of hun- 
dreds of thousands of documents 
relating to the wars in Iraq and 
Afghanistan to WikiLeaks, an inde- 
pendent whistleblowing organiza- 
tion, in 2010. 

Among these documents were 

“numerous diplomatic cables, which 
drew the largest amount of attention. 
Some commentators have argued that 
these cables were in large part 
responsible for the Arab Spring. 

Manning was charged with 22 
offenses, of which she pleaded guilty 
to 10. At trial, she was found guilty 
of another seven, and amended ver- 

sions of another four. But, most 

| importantly, she was found not guilty 
| of aiding the enemy. 

Before the verdict, many com- 

| mentators voiced fears that, if 

| Manning were convicted of aiding 


the enemy, wartime journalism 
would become de facto illegal, as all 
journalists would face the possibility 
of treason charges for reporting on 
the activities of the US military. 

Manning is sentenced to 35 years 
in prison and a dishonorable dis- 
charge from the Army, but may serve 
as few as eight years before being 
released on parole, with credit for 
time served and good behavior. 

This summer, Manning also 
announced her gender identity as a 
woman, and her intent to transition. 

She said that she has felt she was 
a woman since she was a child, and 
had sought counsel and advice within 
the military before she was arrested 
in 2010. 

Manning suffers from Gender 
Dysphoria, depression that stems 
from the dissonance between a per- 
son’s gender identity and their physi- 
cal expression. It’s recognized as life- 
threatening, due to the high rate of 
suicide and the recommended treat- 
ment is hormone therapy to transition 
-- civilian prisons offer this treat- 
ment, but the military prison where 
Manning is incarerated is refusing to 
offer her hormone therapy. 

Manning’s lawyer is pursuing a 
mandate to require the Army to offer 
Manning treatment.

What the NSA 
knows about you 


The NSA leaks are a 
lot to digest: what 


do they really mean?

A series of leaks published by the 
Guardian, a UK newspaper, this sum- 
mer revealed that the US govern- 
ment, mainly the National Security 
Agency (NSA), monitors an amount 
of information on par with the most 
paranoid estimates. 

Major telecommunications and 
inernet services, including Verizon, 
Google and Facebook, have been 
pressured into handing over any

Edward Snowden &

Wikipedia (which is not a 
good primary source, but is a 
great place to get a general idea 
about a subject) has this to say 
about American whistleblowing 
legislation: 

“Whistleblowing in the U.S. 
is affected by a complex patch- 

work of contradictory laws. 

This complex patchwork is 
the reason that the laws relevant 
to Edward Snowden, and those 
relevant to Chelsea Manning, 
when defining who is and isn’t a 
whistleblower, are completely 
different. 

Under the Whistleblower 
Protection Act, federal employees 
have a right to submit their con- 
cerns about "a violation of law, 
rule or regulation; gross misman- 
agement; gross waste of funds; an 
abuse of authority; or a substan- 
tial and specific danger to public 
health or safety." 

Under that standard, a federal 
employee acting with the infor- 


information the NSA asks for, on 
anyone, at any time. This includes a 
constant: stream of metadata -- who 
you’re contacting, when, how, and 
from where -- from all major meth- 
ods of communication, and a person- 
al, human review of anything that the 
filters deem suspicious. The PRISM 
surveilance program included this 
effort. 

This also includes the actual data. 
Tempora, another program revealed 
from the leaks, stores the actual con- 
tent of all phone calls, emails, and 
other communication that pass 
through major American communi- 
cations services for three days. The 
related metadata is stored for thirty 
days. 850,000 people in the US have 


clearance to access the data. 

There is also a data center built in 
Utah that can store quantities of data 
estimated to be somewhere between 
zettabytes and yottabytes. (A yot- 
tabyte is about 1000 zettabytes, 
which are about 1000 exabytes, 
which are about 1000 petabytes, 
which are about 1000 terabytes, 
which are about 1000 gigabytes. An 
episode of an hour-long TV show at 
extremely high quality is about 1 
gigabyte.) 

The UK government has gone to 
some lengths to suppress the publica- 
tion of additional leaks, including 
destroying hard drives in the 
Guardian offices, and detaining the 
loved ones of key reporters.

mation Snowden had could have 
submitted it to the US Office of 
Special Counsel (OSC) without 
fear of reprisal; however, accord- 
ing to a report by former federal 
employee Robert J. McCarthy, 98 
percent of these reports are reject- 
ed. The report quotes the 
Government Accountability 
Project, saying "[t]he Federal 
Circuit Court of Appeals has a 3- 
219 track record against whistle- 
blowers since Congress last reaf- 
firmed the law in 1994." 

There are two reasons that 
Snowden would not have been 
entitled to that protection. First, 
it only applies to federal employ- 
ees: Snowden was a contractor, 
and so is entitled to no protection; 
second, Snowden leaked infor- 
mation to the Guardian, a UK 
newspaper. There is no way to 
know whether Snowden would 
have used more conservative 
legitimate channels if any such 
channels existed for someone in 
his position. 

Chelsea Manning is subjected 
to different regulations: above a 
certain rank, members of the mil- 
itary are actually required to blow 
the whistle on unethical behavior. 
They can be court-martialled if 
they don’t. But Manning, being a 
Private, was below that threshold. 


She would only be subjected to 
the rule of the Non-disclosure 
agreements she would have 
signed on joining the military, 
making any kind of disclosure, 
even one motivated by con- 
science and judged to be in the 
public interest, illegal. 

Neither Manning nor 
Snowden could possibly have 
approached their concerns in a 
way that the US government 
would see as legitimate. Though 
they both leaked information that, 
if addressed by the right person, 
would demand protection, both 
are by technicality outside the 
boundaries of that protection. 

But the question about what 
to call these two is not just a mat- 
ter of legal categorization. It also 
reflects a personal, moral convic- 
tion: did either of these two do 
the right thing? Was it in the 
public interest that the informa- 
tion they leaked be made known? 
There’s disagreement on that sub- 
ject even within the staff here at 
the Observer. 

The Associated Press has 
instructed their reporters to refer 
to Snowden and Manning as 
"Leakers," arguing that it's not 
appropriate for reporters striving 
for objectivity to choose terms 
loaded with a moral judgement.

Junior colleges offer 
opportunities for 
athletes to hone skills

His baseball card won't read 
Northern Essex Community 
College, but 1987 National 
League Cy Young winner Steve 
Bedrosian got his start at NECC 
before he attended University of 
New Haven. The former Major 
League Baseball player, who 
was drafted in the third round of 
the '78 MLB draft, is one of 
many professional athletes to get 
their start at a community col- 
lege. 

Just like any other level of 
school sports, junior college ath- 
letics give opportunity for stu- 
dent-athletes a chance to play 
sports while they are enrolled in 
school. Some student-athletes 
just want to play their two years 
before calling it quits, others 
hope to transfer to a four year 
school and continue on there. 
And some, of course, hope to go 
professional. 

Pete Ruiz, currently a minor 
league pitcher in the Red Sox 
organization, used Santa Barbara 
City College as a stepping stone 

to get noticed in the baseball 
_ world. “I don't think physically I 
-was developed enough [out of 
high school] to go to a Division 
1 school,” said Ruiz. “[Santa 
Barbara] gave me a chance to get 
stronger, work out more and 
develop my game.” 

The California native 
recalled when he realized he had 
what it took to become a profes- 
sional. “The first time I hit 90 
{miles per hour], | said 'okay, I

have a chance," said Ruiz. 
went to a something called a 
sophomore showcase that they 
do in California. I faced four, 
struck out three and broke the 
bat on the fourth, or something 
like that. I got up to 94 that day, 
and then I got 15 of those letters 
that day, so that's when I realized 
that, you know, this is going to 
happen.” 

Ruiz is one of many 
farmhands the Red Sox have 
right now that chose the junior 
college path rather than the tra- 
ditional NCAA route. This year's 
second round draft pick, Teddy 
Stankiewicz, was drafted out of 
Seminole State Junior College in 
Oklahoma. Iseha Conklin, Matty 
Johnson and Will Latimer are 
among others. 

Latimer thought fondly of his 
time at Trinidad State Junior 
College out in Colorado. “Junior 
college was probably one of the 
funnest times of my life,” said 
Latimer. “It was really a blessing 
to be able to do be a part of 
something like that, where I can 
play with my best friends on a

out of Seminole State Junior College, which is a member of the NJCAA.

baseball field.” 

While Latimer and Ruiz used 
the junior college program to 
grow and mature, 2013 second- 
round pick Teddy Stankiewicz 
used it the same way Bryce 
Harper and Craig Kimbrel, the 
last two National Rookie of the 
Year award winners did - to go 
professional earlier than if they 
had went to a four-year college. 


“Junior college was more of a 
one year deal to where I could 
get drafted again in the same 
year, instead of going to 
Arkansas for three years until I 
was 21,” said Stankiewicz. “I 
figured if I went one more year, 
I could get better, and which I 
did, and I could be where I am 
now, playing for the Red Sox.” 
Stankiewicz was originally 
drafted in 2012 by the New York 


Mets in the second round, but 
elected to go to the junior col- 
lege route and build his baseball 
resume. A year later, the now- 
Red Sox right-hander was 
picked in the second round 
again, but 30 picks ahead of his 
2012 selection. Stankiewicz did 
thank his junior college baseball 
coach, Lloyd Simmons, for his 
growth. 

“Coach Lloyd Simmons was 
a really good coach, and every- 
one helped me out. It was good - 
- mentally, it was good, working 
hard. [We worked on] more of 
the mental side of the game for 
that guy. So we did a lot of run- 
ning and stuff like that. It was 
mainly more of a kind of like, 
growing up a little bit for a year 


and then knowing what it needs 
to take to play pro ball.” 

While the majority of junior 
college athletes may not go pro- 
fessional, some players have 
found it gives them the boost it 
needs. The “JuCo” route gives 
student-athletes that chance they 
may not have gotten in high 
school, a chance to get better. 
Not only athletically, but profes- 
sionally as well. Current general 
manager of the Pawtucket Red 
Sox, Lou Schwechheimer, is a 
Northern Essex product, that 
while he didn't achieve on field 
acclaim, used academics at the 
community college level to 
become a member of the Boston 
Red Sox.
